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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to Applicant's amendment filed June 5 5 2007. Claims 8, 9, 22, 
23, 36, 37 and 44 are pending in the present application. 

Specification 

The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any 
errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

Claims 36 and 37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. The specification defines the "computer readable 
medium" tangible mediums such as paper, as well as intangible medium such as digital and 
analog communication links. A computer program product in a paper, for example is inoperable. 
A computer program product in a digital and analog communication links is non-statutory as not 
being tangibly embodied in a manner as to be executable. 

Claim 44 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed to 
non-statutory subject matter. A "data structure" is non-statutory for at least the reason that it is 
not tangibly embodied in a manner as to be executable. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
Claim 8, 9, 22, 23 have been rewritten to include all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. These claims are allowed because Copeland reference is disqualified 
as prior art against the claimed invention pursuant to 35 U.S.C 103(c).
